Megan and Oliver Mahon 
are proud to call them¬ 
selves darksiders. 

But when the husband 
and wife made the big move 
across the water from Hali¬ 
fax to north Dartmouth a 
little more than a year ago, 
they noticed a problem: 
The neighbourhood was in 
desperate need of a place to 
get a decent cup of joe that 
wasn’t a Tim Hortons.

Located along Windmill 
Road, across the street 
from St. Paul’s Roman Cath¬ 
olic Church, the 20-seat 
cafe serves up espresso- 
based coffee — including a 
medium-roast Chuck Norris 
blend that Mahon warns is 
not for the faint of heart — 
as well as an array of baked 
goods and Indian food.

Mahon explained the 
shop is part cafe, part art 
gallery that will “break out 
the wine and cheese” every 
month to showcase and sell 
the work of different Dart¬ 
mouth artists, including his 
wife’s own photography. 

“We feel that art can 
be best appreciated over 
a good cup of coffee and 
food,” he said, adding

Halifax pohce say there are stiU 
people with information about 
last year’s murder of Matthew 
Thomas Sudds, and are hoping 
a reward program provides 
“incentive” for them to come 
forward. 

Sudds, 24, was last seen 
in Halifax around 4 p.m. on 
Oct. 10, 2013, and spoke with 
family members that evening. 

On Oct. 14, Sudds’ body was 
found in a ditch on Africville 



Road by a woman out for a 
waUc. He had been shot. 

“This is an ongoing investi¬ 
gation and we haven’t had any 
information leading to an ar¬ 
rest and charges at this time,” 
Halifax Regional Pohce spokes¬ 
man Gonst. Pierre Bourdages 
said Tuesday. 

A 29-year-old Hahfax man 
and 23-year-old Hahfax woman 
now hving in Ontario were also 


arrested in May but released 
less than 24 hours later. 

Bourdages said he couldn’t 
comment whether the people 
arrested were stih considered 
suspects in the murder case, 
or whether investigators have 
other suspects in mind. 

In March, pohce issued an 
appeal for help from anyone 
who saw a black Dodge Char¬ 
ger with out-of-province plates 
on Africvihe Road after 6 p.m. 
on Oct. 14. 

The province added Sudds’ 
case to its provincial rewards 
program in April, which means 
anyone who provides informa¬ 
tion to pohce that leads to an 
arrest or conviction can receive 
up to $150,000. 

“There are people with 
information that have yet to 
come forward,” Bourdages said. 
“We do hope that that’s going 
to give someone the incentive 
they need.” 


Bourdages said pohce have 
heard “quite a bit” from the 
pubhc over the last year, but 
the large amoimt of tips has not 
led to charges. 

Until the pohce finds those 
responsible for Sudds’ murder, 
Bourdages said “it’s almost im¬ 
possible” to suggested whether 
or not he had been targeted. 

Sudds had criminal convic¬ 
tions dating back to Febmaiy 
of2008 for drug possession and 
trafficking, hquor possession, 
breaching court conditions 
and uttering threats. His most 
recent conviction was last Sep¬ 
tember, when he was fined for 
drug possession.

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Province commits $5 million more 
to Yarmouth-Portland feny service

Nova Star public 
funding up to $26M 


Another $5 million in public 
funds will be spent to help 
the troubled ferry service be¬ 
tween Yarmouth, N.S., and 
Portland, Maine, and more 
money could be set aside in 
the future, the provincial gov¬ 
ernment said Tuesday. 

The new funding brings 
the total amount of taxpay¬ 
ers’ money for the service to 
$26 million after Nova Star 
Cruises devoured a $21-mil- 
lion seven-year loan in the 
first two months of the sail¬ 
ing season. 

Economic Development 
Minister Michel Samson, who 
last year announced that the 
recently elected Liberal gov¬ 
ernment amended the loan 
deal in an effort to better 
protect public funds, said the 
new money was needed to 
cover the operation’s costs. 

“Nova Scotians said yes to 
us and they said yes to getting 
that ferry,” Samson said. “A 


tremendous amount of work 
had been done and we felt 
that we had to give this a go.” 

Samson said the money is 
intended to help cover out¬ 
standing costs from the in¬ 
augural sailing season, which 
ended Tuesday, three weeks 
earlier than planned, due to a 


lack of passengers. 

“The numbers are no¬ 
where near what the com¬ 
pany originally projected and 
revenues were not enough to 
cover its costs during this in¬ 
itial season,” said Samson. 

He said the new money 
will be used to cover fuel, in¬ 


surance and crew costs. Some 
of it may likely also go to¬ 
wards future costs, he added. 

Samson said he has 
directed the company to pur¬ 
sue all leads in a bid to find 
winter work for the vessel. 

There is no agreement for 
such work and Samson said 


the ship could face signifi¬ 
cant costs for expenses such 
as berthing. 

He said discussions were 
ongoing about more poten¬ 
tial help from the govern¬ 
ment.

The previous NDP govern¬ 
ment promised last year to 
revive the service after kill¬ 
ing it early in its mandate in 
2009 by eliminating an an¬ 
nual subsidy. 

That subsidy totalled 
$15.7 million over the last 
four years that the ferry ser¬ 
vice was in operation, which 
began in 1997. 

Last November, shortly 
after they were elected, the

Crewman dies as vessel makes final voyage 


A 52-year-old Nova Star 
crewman died Monday after¬ 
noon aboard the ferry while 
it was en route to Portland, 
Maine, on the last Yar- 
mouth-to-Portland crossing 
of the 2014 sailing season. 

He died at 3:30 p.m. 
shortly after collapsing, says 
Dennis Bailey, a Nova Star 
Cruises spokesman. 


The company said it is 
awaiting the report by the 
medical examiner regarding 
the cause of death and will 
withhold further comments 
until notification of next of 
kin. 

Some nurses who were 
passengers on the vessel 
stepped in to assist and do 
what they could to save the 


man’s life, the Vanguard has 
learned. 

The company’s spokes¬ 
person Dennis Bailey said 
the ship has a very experi¬ 
enced and well-trained 
crew who are certified and 
trained for any foreseeable 
incident. 

“Nova Star is fully com¬ 
pliant with all requirements 


for onboard medical equip¬ 
ment and training,” Bailey 
said. 

“We have many first aid¬ 
ers and the ship’s dedicated 
medical officer has been 
trained to a higher standard 
having had advanced train¬ 
ing to enable someone to 
diagnose medical problems 
and provide medical care to 


the sick and injured while 
they remain on board,” he 
added. 

First aid supplies are avail¬ 
able on eveiy deck, Bailey 
noted. 

He also said the ship’s 
medical centre is equipped 
according to international 
standards and USCG require¬ 
ments.

Gonzalo. Storm

While it’s still too early to 
know whether the latest hur¬ 
ricane forming in the Carib¬ 
bean will hit Nova Scotia, an 
Environment Canada meteor¬ 
ologist said it’s “definitely 
something to keep an eye 
on.” 

Tracey Talbot said on Tues¬ 
day afternoon Hurricane Gon¬ 
zalo was a Category 2 located 
“well east” of the Bahamas 
over open water, but was ex¬ 
pected to move northwest 
and strengthen to a Category 
4 hurricane by Thursday. 

Talbot said it’s hard to 
tell whether Gonzalo will af¬ 
fect Nova Scotia because it 
depends on how the storm 
interacts with a frontal sys¬ 
tem from Quebec passing 
through Atlantic Canada 
around Friday or Saturday. 

“That will influence where 
exactly it heads and how fast 
it will be moving,” Talbot 
said. 

“It’s definitely something 
that we have to keep an eye 
on, even for mainland Nova 
Scotia because it’s so far out 
right now.” 

She said the hurricane’s 
path currently looks like it 
could deliver strong winds 
and rain over Newfoundland 
and possibly Cape Breton this

weekend. 

Talbot said the colder 
Maritime waters could rob 
the hurricane of the strength 
it picked up from the Carib¬ 
bean and slow it down, but if 
it interacts with the frontal 
system at the right time the 
temperature difference be¬ 


tween cold and warm air 
could change it to an “extra- 
tropical storm.” 

“That doesn’t mean that 
the winds will not be as 
strong, it’s just a different 
structure,” she said. 

Although Gonzalo looks 
like it will pass well east of 
Nova Scotia, Talbot said it’s 
“not out of the realm of pos¬ 
sibilities” it could pass over 
Halifax because the forecast 
can quickly change. 

“The storm already has its 
pre-set plan of what it’s going 
to do,” Talbot said. “It’s just 
us tiying to figure out well 
in advance what it’s going to 
do.”

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Lawyers debate whether murder 
conviction review should stay sealed

Media lawyer argues 
publication ban in 
possible miscarriage of 
justice goes too far 


Lawyers for the federal Jus¬ 
tice Department and a Nova 
Scotia man whose murder 
conviction may have been the 
result of a miscarriage of jus¬ 
tice say a preliminary assess¬ 
ment of the case should not 
be made public because it is 
protected under privacy law 
and could create a “chilling 
effect” on an ongoing review. 

The lawyers argued Tues¬ 
day against the release of 
the preliminary assessment 
of the second-degree murder 
conviction of Glen Eugene As¬ 
soun, who was sentenced to 
life in prison in 1999 for stab¬ 
bing his former girlfriend. 
He has maintained his inno¬ 
cence. 


The Justice Department 
has said the recently complet¬ 
ed assessment shows there 
may have been a miscarriage 
of justice in the case and a 
more in-depth investigation 


has been launched. 

Philip Campbell, Assoun’s 
lawyer, said he plans to use 
the assessment in a bail hear¬ 
ing for Assoun next month, 
but that is based on the 


understanding that its con¬ 
tents would be covered by a 
publication ban. He said the 
information in the assess¬ 
ment is “highly confidential, 
highly personal and highly 


sensitive ... to the ongoing 
work of the investigation.” 

Media lawyer Alan Parish, 
representing the CBC, argued 
in court that the application 
for a publication ban and 
sealing of the document goes 
too far. Parish said it’s pos¬ 
sible an edited version could 
be made public and he asked 
Judge James Chipman to go 
through the document and 
rule on what portions can be 
released. 

Parish also said he didn’t 
hear any evidence that the 
release of the information 
would violate privacy or could 
taint a future jury. “There’s 
no evidence here anybody 
here was promised confiden¬ 
tiality,” he said. “Nothing.” 

Patricia MacPhee, a lawyer 
for the federal Justice Depart¬ 
ment, said if the assessment 
became public it would have 
a “chilling effect on the pro¬ 
cess” and cause the federal 
government not to provide 
preliminaiy assessments in

the future to lawyers repre¬ 
senting people who are 
wrongfully convicted. 

“There is a lot of informa¬ 
tion provided by witnesses 
that is kept confidential in or¬ 
der to protect the integrity of 
the next stage, which will be 
more in-depth,” she said. 

Marian Fortune-Stone, a 
lawyer for the Nova Scotia 
Crown, said in court she sup¬ 
ports the motion to keep the 
investigation confidential. 
She said third parties such as 
the police who spoke to the 
Crown did so on the under¬ 
standing it was for use in a 
preliminaiy investigation.

With the Trans Canada Trail 
completion less than three 
years away, Cape Breton native 
Jessica Farrell has been tasked 
with ensuring the island is 
ready for hikers and kayakers 
by summer of 2017. 

FarreU has been hired by the 
Nova Scotia Trails Federation 
as Cape Breton’s Trans Can¬ 
ada Trail engagement oflBcer, 
and wiU be responsible for en¬ 
gaging island communities in 
the completion of waterway 
and land routes on the island. 

“1 was just really interested 
in the community develop¬ 
ment aspect, also the outdoor 
aspect, and it’s a really great 
opportunity to work with the 
communities,” said the Cape 
Breton University master’s stu¬ 
dent. 

With the cross-coimtiy trail 
to be finished by July 1, 2017, 
Farrell said there’s a tight time¬ 
line to complete the proposed 
Cape Breton trail, which is al¬ 
ready mapped out, by that date. 

She said the land trail from 



the Canso Causeway up to 
Inverness is complete, and it’s 
then proposed to come down 
to the Bras d’Or Lake. The trail 
will continue as a water route 
around the Bras d’Or Lake, 
Whycocomagh, and then to 
North Sydney. 

“A big part of the trail is 
the water route which wiU go 
around the Bras d’Or Lakes ... 
and there will be about two 
dozen access points,” she said. 

Farrell said they’d especially 
like to see communities come 
forward and say they want to 
be involved in the trail.

Oscar Pistorius offered 
$34,000 US to the family of

No more than $15 per 
day. Plan would cost 
feds $5 billion yearly, 
announces Mulcair 


An NDP government would 
spend $5 billion a year to cre¬ 
ate a million daycare spaces 
that parents could access for no 
more than $15 a day, Tom Mul¬ 
cair promised Tuesday 

A fuU year ahead of the next 
scheduled federal election, the 
NDP leader unveiled a corner¬ 
stone of his party’s platform: 
creation of a nation^, afford¬ 
able child-care program, to be 
phased in over eight years. 

The announcement had aU 
the trappings of a campaign 
event, with Mulcair dehvering 
the news in the playground of a 
community daycare as children 


cavorted behind him, in fuU 
view of television cameras. 

“For us it’s a priority to cre¬ 
ate these affordable child-care 
spaces across the countiy,” Mul¬ 
cair said. 

The proposal is the second 
platform plank New Democrats 
have imveiled this fall as they 
attempt to re-establish that 
they, not the resurgent liber¬ 
als, are the real govemment-in- 
waiting. 

Mulcair argued that a na¬ 
tional child-care program 
would “more than pay for it¬ 
self,” allowing more women to 
enter the workforce, boosting 
economic growth and tax rev¬ 
enue and reducing the number 
of single mothers on social as¬ 
sistance — while ensuring kids 
get off to a good start in life. 

“It’s something that we 
can’t afford not to do.”

Court orders Brazeau 
do two months of rehab 


A Quebec court has ordered 
suspended senator Patrick 
Brazeau to go to rehab for two 
months after he was arrested 
Monday for allegedly being 
drunk behind the wheel of a 
parked car with a knife in the 
vehicle. 

Crown attorney Sylvain 
Petitclerc says Brazeau vi^l be 
released Wednesday into the 
care of a rehabilitation facility 
in Sherbrooke, Que. 

Brazeau faces three charges 
— two related to being behind 
the wheel of a car while im¬ 
paired, and a third for possess¬ 
ing a weapon in breach of his 
bail conditions. 

Petitclerc says he’ll remain 
in rehab until Dec. 8, the date 
of his next court appearance on 
the latest charges, but his ther¬ 
apy may continue for up to two 
years. 

The senator spent the night 
in custody after a police officer 
who spotted Brazeau alone in a 
car reported smelling alcohol 
on his breath and finding a 
knife in the car. 

Gatineau pohce spokesman 
Const. Pierre Lanthier says Bra¬ 
zeau was arrested after he blew 
twice the legal limit during a 
roadside breathalyzer test. Po-

hce say he also failed a second 
breathalyzer test at the police 
station. 

The car has been im¬ 
pounded for 30 days, and Bra- 
zeau’s licence has been sus¬ 
pended for 90 days. 

Lanthier said he didn’t 
know if the car belonged to Bra¬ 
zeau or to someone else. 

This is Brazeau’s second 
trip to rehab in recent months. 
Earlier this year, he completed 
a stint at a rehabihtation facil¬ 
ity in the Quebec municipality 
of Saint-Andre-d’Argenteuil, 
which is located along the Ot¬ 


tawa River just south of the 
town of Lachute. 

That trip resulted from his 
arrest in April, when he was 
charged with assault, posses¬ 
sion of cocaine, uttering threats 
and breaching bail conditions 
following an altercation in¬ 
volving a man and a woman 
at a home in Gatineau. He has 
pleaded not guilty to those 
charges. 

One of the conditions of his 
release from custody in April 
was that he not possess any 
weapons. 

Brazeau also faces charges 
of assault and sexual assault in 
relation to a separate incident 
from Febmaiy 2013 that got 
him booted from the Conserva¬ 
tive caucus. He will stand trial 
for those charges in late March 
2015. 

He also faces charges of 
fraud and breach of trust in 
connection with his Senate ex¬ 
pense claims. 

Last year the Senate ordered 
Brazeau to pay back almost 
$50,000 over disputed expense 
claims. He refused and the Sen¬ 
ate garnisheed his salaiy until 
last November, when he was 
suspended without pay.

Plain packaging for 
tobacco 'logical next step’ 


The Canadian Cancer Society 
says plain packaging for tobac¬ 
co products is a “logical next 
step” to curb tobacco market¬ 
ing and save bves. 

In a report released Tues¬ 
day, the society urges Health 
Canada to follow Austraha 
and other countries by imple¬ 
menting plain packaging. 

Such packaging means to¬ 
bacco company colours, logo 
and design elements are not al¬ 
lowed. Health warnings would 
still appear on plain packages. 

The society says data from 
Austraha shows smoking has 
fallen sharply since plain ohve 
brown packaging was intro¬ 
duced in December 2012. 

Ireland, New Zealand, the 
United Kingdom and France 
are all in the process of requir¬ 
ing plain packaging. 

Rob Cunningham, a sen¬ 


ior pohcy analyst at the soci¬ 
ety, says cigarette packages 
“should not be mini-billboards 
promoting tobacco use.” 

“Plain packaging is an im¬ 
portant and logical next step 
for Canada to curb tobacco 
marketing, reduce smoking 
and save lives.” 

The Canadian Cancer Soci¬ 
ety report also ranks 198 coun¬ 
tries and jurisdictions based 
on the size of their health 
warnings on cigarette pack¬ 
ages. 

It says Canada is tied for 
fourth place with Brunei and 
Nepal with package warnings 
covering 75 per cent of the 
package front and back. 

Thailand ranks first in the 
world at 85 per cent, Austraha 
is second at 82.5 per cent and 
Uruguay is third at 80 per cent.

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Exposure of kids to 
e-dg nicotine rises 


The drug. It comes in

Poison control workers say 
that as the e-cigarette indus¬ 
try has boomed, the number 
of children exposed to the li¬ 
quid nicotine that gives hand¬ 
held vaporizing gadgets their 
kick also has spiked. 

More than 2,700 people 
have called poison control 
this year to report an expos¬ 
ure to liquid nicotine, over 


half of those cases in children 
younger than six, accord¬ 
ing to national statistics. The 
number shows a sharp rise 
from only a few hundred total 
cases just three years ago. 

The batteiy-powered elec¬ 
tronic vaporizers often resem¬ 
ble traditional cigarettes and 
work by heating liquid nico¬ 
tine into an inhalable mist. 
The drug comes in brightly 
coloured refill packages and 
an array of candy flavours 
that can make it attractive to 
young children, heightening 
the exposure risk and high¬ 
lighting the need for users to 
keep it away from youngsters. 


“With kids, the exposure 
we’re seeing is usually par¬ 
ents or family members leave 
out refill bottles that they tiy 
and open,” said Ashley Webb, 
director of the Kentucky 
Regional Poison Control Cen¬ 
ter. 

Poison control workers 
often see a spike in calls with 
new and growing products, 
Webb said. The number of e- 
cigarette users has climbed 
to several million worldwide, 
and the devices have become 
the centre of an industiy that 
has grown in the last four 
years from about $82 million 
to $2.5 billion in annual sales. 


at least $500 million of which 
comes from liquid nicotine. 

Despite the recent in¬ 
crease, liquid nicotine expos¬ 
ures are still less than half 
of traditional cigarettes, but 
e-juice is potentially more 
toxic, said Robert Bassett, a 
medical toxicologist in Phila¬ 
delphia. 

“It would be really hard 
for a child to eat a whole pack 
of cigarettes, but now we’re 
dealing with these veiy, veiy 
concentrated forms you get 
more than a pack of ciga¬ 
rettes in a small, ingestible 
amount,” Bassett said.

No holiday screams pop cul¬ 
ture controversy quite like 
Halloween.

Twitter and other social 
media were abuzz leading into 
the holiday with talk of haz¬ 
mat suits and respirators. Too 
soon? How about not at all, 
said Philadelphia physician’s 
assistant Maria McKenna. 


One of her own, a Dallas 
nurse who at 26 is exactly 
her age, was diagnosed with 
the virus in the United States 
after she helped care for a Li¬ 
berian man who died at her 
hospital. 

The idea of riffing on the 
crisis for Halloween “defln- 
itely rubs me the wrong way,” 
said McKenna, who works 
with post-surgical patients. 

“Normally I think that 
irony and humour is funny, 
but this thing with the cos¬ 
tumes, is it really that funny? 
I mean, Ebola’s not even 
under control yet,” she said 
Monday by telephone. 

Like it or not, some cos¬ 
tume sellers have leftover yel¬ 
low jumpsuits, rubber gloves 
and masks from the Breaking 
Bad craze last Halloween. 
Some sellers predict Hallow- 
eeners will repurpose those 


for takes on Ebola or make 
their own getups. 

Halloween, falling on a 
Friday, is sure to be a big sea¬ 
son for many costume sellers, 
including Ricky’s NYC. 

Some revellers are no¬ 
toriously last-minute on cos¬ 
tumes, so it was a bit too ear¬ 
ly to tell whether all the talk 
about dressing up as Ebola 
something or other will ac¬ 
tually take off. Talk, after all, 
especially on social media, is 
cheap. 

“I wouldn’t say we can see 
an uptick in sales. I’d say it’s 
still chugging along because 
it’s a good seller no matter 
what,” said Ricky’s president 
Richard Parrott of the Break¬ 
ing Bad look.

Hoi^ Kong cops expel protesteis

day to clear pro-democracy pro¬ 
testers out of a tunnel outside 
the city government headquar¬ 
ters in the latest escalation of 
tensions in a weeks-long poht- 
ical crisis. 

Ofiicers, many of them in 
riot gear and wielding pepper 
spray, tore down barricades 
and concrete slabs around the 
underpass. 

The operation came hoTirs 
after a large group of protest¬ 
ers blockaded the tunnel, ex¬ 
panding their protest zone 
after being cleared out of some 
other streets. 

They outnumbered the po- 
hce ofiicers, who later returned 
with reinforcements to clear 
the area. 

Local television broadcast 


hve footage of the operation 
and its aftermath, with ofiicers 
taking away many protesters, 
their hands tied with plastic 
cufis, and pushing others out to 
a nearby park. 

The student-led protesters 
are now into their third week 
of occupying key parts of the 
city to pressure the Asian fi¬ 
nancial hub’s government over 
curbs recommended by Beijing 
on democratic reforms. 

Positions on both sides have 
been hardening since the gov¬ 
ernment called off negotiations 
last week, citing the unlikeh- 
hood of a constructive outcome 
given their sharp differences. 

The protesters want Hong 
Kong’s deeply unpopular Bei¬ 
jing-backed leader. Chief Execu¬ 
tive Lermg Chun-ying, to resign. 
They also want the Hong Kong 
government to drop plans for 
a pro-Beijing committee to 
screen candidates for the in¬ 
augural election to choose his 
replacement. 

Leung has said there is “al¬ 
most zero chance” that China’s 
government will change its 
rules for the election, promised 
for 2017.

A tumTiltuous series of geopolit¬ 
ical events has slowed global 
sales in the luxuiy goods sector, 
according to a study presented 
Tuesday, while deeper, longer- 
term trends in the sector are 
being shaped by social media. 

An annual study by Bain & 
Co. consultancy indicates sales 
of designer apparel, leather

goods and jeweliy are expected 
to increase two per cent this 
year to 223 billion euros ($282 
biUion US) compared with 
three per cent growth in 2013 
and 10 per cent in 2012. 

The crisis in Ukraine, dem¬ 
onstrations in Hong Kong, 
a mihtaiy coup in Thailand 
along with record cold in North 
America and declining con¬ 


sumer confidence in Europe all 
have slowed the pace of luxuiy 
goods purchases, said senior 
partner Claudia D Arpizio. 

Chinese consumers retain 
their place as the biggest col¬ 
lective spenders, responsible 
for nearly one-third of global 
luxuiy goods spending, al¬ 
though growth there was slow¬ 
ing amid anti-corruption meas¬ 


ures by the government and a 
weaker economy. 

Over the longer-term, the 
immediacy of social media in 
difiusing trends straight from 
the runways is putting pressure 
on brands to get their goods 
to consumers more quickly, 
DArpizio said.

West Africa could face up 
to 10,000 new Ebola cases 
a week within two months, 
the World Health Organiza¬ 
tion warned Tuesday, adding 
that the death rate in the 
current outbreak has risen to 
70 per cent. 

WHO assistant director- 
general Dr. Bruce Aylward 
gave the grim figures during 
a news conference in Geneva. 
Previously, the agency had 
estimated the Ebola mortal¬ 
ity rate at around 50 per cent 
overall. In contrast, in events 
such as flu pandemics, the 
death rate is typically under 
two per cent. 

Acknowledging that Eb¬ 
ola was “a high mortality 
disease,” Aylward said the 
UN health agency was still 
focused on trying to get sick

people isolated and provide 
treatment as early as pos¬ 
sible. 

He told reporters if the 
world’s response to the Ebola 
crisis isn’t stepped up within 
60 days, “a lot more people 
will die” and health workers 
will be stretched even fur¬ 
ther. Experts say the epidem¬ 
ic is doubling in size about 
eveiy three weeks. 

WHO raised its Ebola 
death toll tally Tuesday to 
4,447 people, nearly all of 
them in West Africa, out of 
more than 8,900 believed 
to be infected. Aylward said 
calculating the death rate 
means tracking the out¬ 
comes of all possible patients 
— a complicated process 
since the numbers of cases 
are substantially under¬ 
reported and much patient 


data is missing. 

Health workers have 
been hit hard by the virus, 
which is spread by contact 
with bodily fluids like blood, 
vomit and diarrhea. Doctors 
Without Borders said 16 of 
its employees had been in¬ 
fected with Ebola and nine 
of them have died. 

Speaking Tuesday in Jo¬ 
hannesburg, the head of the 
charity’s South Africa unit, 
Sharon Ekambaram, said 
medical workers have re¬ 
ceived woefully inadequate 
assistance from the inter¬ 
national community. 

“Where is WHO Africa? 
Where is the African Union?” 
said Ekambaram. “We’ve all 
heard their promises in the 
media but have seen veiy 
little on the ground.” 

For the last month, there’s 
been about 1,000 new Ebola 
cases per week — including 
suspected, confirmed and 
probable cases, Aylward said. 
The UN agency was aiming to 
get 70 per cent of Ebola cases 
isolated and 70 per cent of 
victims safely buried by De¬ 
cember to reverse the out¬ 
break.

Biologist describes grisly video at Magnotta trial

A forensic biologist has told the 
jury in Luka Rocco Magnotta’s 
first-degree murder trial in 
Montreal that after watching a 
so-called murder video, she was 
able to know where to look for 
blood stains that turned out to 
be Jun Lin’s. 

Jacinthe Prevost said she 
watched the video twice 
— once before entering 
Magnotta’s apartment for the 
first time and once before 
examining the evidence. 

Prevost examined blood 
stains found throughout the 


apartment and on exhibits 
seized by pohce at the crime 
scene. 

The juiy has not yet seen 
the video but has been told of 
its existence. 

“They (investigators) told 
me what it was briefly and 
they asked if 1 wanted to see 
it and 1 said ‘yes,’” she testified 
Tuesday. 

Prevost described what she 
could remember of the video: 
a body lying prone on a bed 
and someone wearing a hoodie 
who appears to be stabbing the 
victim with a sharp object. 


Later, there is an attempt 
to masturbate using a severed 
right arm as well as anal pene¬ 
tration on a mutilated corpse. 

Prevost said a small black 
dog can be seen chewing on 
a severed limb while, in other 
sequences, there were various 
images of a severed arm in the 
freezer. 

She said she was struck by 
how few items were found in 
the bachelor apartment. 

“The apartment was empty, 
it was a semi-fumished with no 
personal effects,” Prevost said.

Canadians are still 
pa3dng too much for 
generic drugs: Study 

The study, published Tues¬ 
day on openmedicine.ca, faults 
the provinces and territories for 
estabhshing a set price ceiling 
for generics at 18 per cent of 
the cost of brand-name drugs, 
saying they could drive much 
harder bargains with a national 
competitive bidding process of 
the type that thrives in other 
coimtries. 

The bulk-buying efforts re¬ 
main “grossly deficient when 
one considers the opportun¬ 
ity costs that Canada sustains 
annually by refraining from 
adopting one of the alternative 
systems proven to be more ef¬ 
fective in its peer countries.” 

Jason Nickerson, a clinical 
investigator at Bruyere, also 
noted that some of those coun¬ 
tries were buying the medica¬ 
tions from a Canadian com¬ 
pany, Apotex, at substantially 
lower prices than Canadians

A new study has found that 
Canada is stfil paying far more 
than other industrialized coun¬ 
tries for generic drugs, despite 
recent efforts by the provinces 
and territories to cuts costs by 
bulk-buying six particularly 
costly medications. 

The study by the University 
of Ottawa and the Bruyere Re¬ 
search Institute says the price

Ireland unveils growth budget 



Ireland unveiled its first ex¬ 
pansive budget Tuesday since 
the collapse of the Celtic Tiger 
economy six years ago, ending 
an era of austerity earlier than 
expected thanks to the return 
of Europe-leading growth.

So the news that Google is testing a pro¬ 
gram that allows you to talk to a real doctor via 
online video is more than good news for people with spots. 

It looks like the next big thing. 

Let’s see. You have a boo-boo. You go to your GP, wait for

at least an hour over the appointed time. You 
finally get into the examining room, and if it’s 
a complicated boo-boo, he refers you to a spe¬ 
cialist. You wait two months, and then go see 
the specialist, who sends you for a bunch of 
tests. Then someone books the followup visit. 

If you’re lucky and you’re still alive, maybe 
you’ll get treateci for the boo-boo, and maybe 
relief will follow. Accumulated time: feels like 
forever. 

So imagine tapping “boo-boo” into Google, 
and connecting to a medical expert who diag¬ 
noses your problem right away, just by looking 
at it. “That’s a boo-boo, all right.” He sends you 
to a pharmacy to get the medicine. Relief! Ac¬ 
cumulated time: hardly any. 

Of course, there are many ailments that actually require 
tests and deeper exams, but think of all the anxiety diseases 
a Google doctor program could address, freeing up real 


health care for people who need it. 

In typical Google manner, this program was launched 
without fanfare. Some guy tapped “knee pain” into Google, 
and got an offer to connect with a doctor for free (for now). 
The way Google works, it could well be closed without fan¬ 
fare by the time you read this piece. 

But it’s such a good idea that you wonder why it hasn’t 
happened sooner. And if Google doesn’t disrupt health care, 
there are rumours that Facebook is working on its own pro¬ 
gram. All your friends could “like” your diagnosis. 

As with so many other industries that have been ren¬ 
dered obsolete by technology—just like that — there’s a 
sense of inevitability about this. I’m sure there are at least a 
million reasons why the medical professions and govern¬ 
ments that fund them will decide that online doctor pro¬ 
grams are bad for your health. But there are too many ways 
to connect over the Internet and circumvent the bureau¬ 
cracy. It will happen. 

Talk about Doctors Without Boundaries.

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Putting a real Tiger in tank film 


Bona tides. Fury is 
latest flick obsessed 
with authenticity, using 
genuine Second World 
War combat vehicles

Fury, the new Second World 
War film starring Brad Pitt 
and Shia LaBeouf, is being 
called the most realistic war 
film of all time. The stoiy of 
a U.S. 2nd Armored division 
tank rolling through Ger¬ 
many in the final days of the 
war is as authentic as director 
David Ayers could make it. 

Actors were put through 
their paces at a week-long 
boot camp, living and sleep¬ 
ing inside tanks. Then there 
were the tanks themselves. 
Borrowed from collectors 
all over the world. Fury is 
the veiy first time a genuine 
Tiger 1 tank has been used in 
a Second World War film. 

Onscreen authenticity has 
been the goal of many direc¬ 
tors. As Michael Cimino once 
said, “If you don’t get it right, 
what’s the point?” 

Cimino, director of Heav¬ 
en’s Gate and The Deer Hunt¬ 
er, is a stickler for detail. For 
a scene in a Chinese eatery in 
Year of the Dragon, the direc¬ 
tor hired the Shanghai Pal¬ 
ace Restaurant to supply the 
meals that dotted the tables. 
Cimino not only wanted to 
create the look but also the 
vibrant atmosphere (com¬ 
plete with food smells) of a 
bona fide restaurant. To that 
end chefs worked round the 
clock, whipping up 100 plates 
at a time, using 500 eggs rolls 
and hundreds of pounds

of chicken, beef, shrimp 
and vegetables. “If the food 
got cold we had to throw it 
away,” said chef Charlie Wu. 
“The food doesn’t look good 
when it is cold.” 

Any other director would 
have done the Nut Room 
scene in Charlie and the Choc¬ 
olate Factory with computer¬ 
generated imagery, but Tim 
Burton decided he wanted a 
more lifelike approach. To 
make sure the scene looked 
as real as possible, animal 
trainer Steve Vedmore spent 
10 months training 40 real 
squirrels to crack and sort 
nuts on a conveyor belt. 

Eric Schwab, the second 
unit director on Bonfire of 
the Vanities, was asked to 
grab a shot of the Concorde 
landing in New York against 
the backdrop of the setting 
sun. Schwab spent months 
studying the rotation of the 
Earth and the flight path of 
the plane to capture the 
perfect, pure moment 
when the sun framed the 
landing aircraft. 

Finally, it’s not just 
live-action movies that 
go to extreme lengths 
for authenticity. The cre¬ 
ators of Monsters Inc. in¬ 
dividually animated each 
of giant fuzzball Sully’s 
2,320,413 hairs to make 
them look as lifelike as 
possible. Every frame fea¬ 
turing the character took 
11 hours to render.

No pulling

To hear Logan Lerman tell 
it, working for director 
David Ayer is its own brand 
of harrowing. Prep for the 
Second World War tank 
drama started with a few 
weeks of boxing — the cast 
sparring with each other, 
their director encouraging 
them not to hold back.

“I’ve played a lot of charac¬ 
ters who are very vocal, very 
aggressive. It’s been what the 
character has called for, but 
even within those bombastic 
parts you still have to let that 
character touch down. Even 
in a bigger, straight comedy 
you always have that mo¬ 
ment where something’s got 
to break. You see why they’re 
so loud. At least for the 
women I’ve played there is a 


reason why they are so ballsy 
and it is nice when you see 
the crack in the veneer and 
you realize, ‘It’s part of their 
insecurity. They stay loud so 
nobody yells at them.’ 1 think 
the same applies to this one, 
except that the character 


wasn’t putting on much of a 
facade.

Shedding a little 
light on adult ADHD

October is a month dedicated to awareness 
about one of the most common mental health 
issues in Canada, attention deficit hyperactiv¬ 
ity disorder or ADHD. It may be common, 
however it is still a highly stigmatized and 
misunderstood disorder and one that can 
have an extreme impact on the more than 
four per cent of Canadian adults that are liv¬ 
ing and working with ADHD. 

Often thought of as a condition that pre¬ 
dominantly affects young children, the stark 
reality is that many adults in Canada suffer 
from negative symptoms associated with 
ADHD, such as distractibility, forgetfulness 
and procrastination, just to name a few. 

These symptoms have dramatic impacts in 
the workplace that are far reaching beyond 
the individual and employer — socially, eco¬ 
nomically, and professionally. 

According to the Centre for ADHD Aware¬ 
ness Canada (CADDAC), more than 90 per 
cent of Canadian adults with ADHD remain 
untreated, mainly due to lack of awareness of 
the condition and knowledgeable physicians. 
Heidi Bernhardt, president and executive 
director at CADDAC, explains how untreated 


adults can spend their lives struggling: “it is 
incredibly difficult for someone who is living 
with ADHD, to implement strategies and 
access treatment if they are unaware of the 
disorder or how it may impact their func¬ 
tioning.” 

Award winning comedian and actor, Rick 
Green, who was diagnosed with ADHD as an 
adult, candidly speaks about his ADHD traits 
and how they were both beneficial and detri¬ 
mental to his career. 

“1 could write, direct and produce a TV 
show, yet couldn’t find my car keys every 
morning. 1 could sit down and create a brand 
new television series in an hour but after four 
days, barely started my tax return.” 

As part of the awareness activities this 
month, CADDAC is looking to elevate the 
issue of ADHD in the workplace and encour¬ 
age an open dialogue between employees and 
employers. Often when the employee and em¬ 
ployer work together to put simple strategies 
and accommodations in place, it becomes a 
win-win scenario for both. 

“For me, getting the diagnosis of ADHD was 
transformative because suddenly 1 understood 


why I struggled with some pretty simple 
things. 1 think more than any other mental 
health issue, education about ADHD is crucial 
— when 1 started to deal with my ADHD, life 
got so much easier.” 


“If you are suffering, it could be needless 
suffering.”

In the Pilsner’s birthplace, 
where beer is cheaper than 
water and only quick re¬ 
flexes will keep the waiter 
from slamming another pint 
on your table, it’s hard not 
to order what the Czech call 
“liquid bread.” 

But the Czech Republic 
has a storied history with 
spirits, too, particularly ab¬ 
sinthe, and cocktail bars in 
the capital Prague are gar¬ 
nering worldwide attention 
for what their bartenders do 
with them. Pull up a stool at 
these three flne establish¬ 
ments. 

Cloud 9 Skybar & Lounge 

This Las Vegas-style bar atop 
a colossal Hilton is all about 
creating an experience, 
starting with a seductive 
automated voice welcoming 
you when the doors whoosh 
open. Through a long black 
marble gallery and into a 
swankily furnished room, 
you’ll find founding mixolo¬ 
gist Roman Uhlir stirring, 
shaking and straining over 
50 cocktails, including 10 
signatures. 

Arrive between 6 and 9 
p.m. and drink unlimited 
signature cocktails for less 
than $50. That includes 
Mystic, a refreshing vodka, 
lime and ginger creation 
with a touch of brown sug¬ 
ar, and Extravaganza, an icy 
gin mix softened by rasp¬ 
berries and a dose of mint. 

But Charisma steals the 
show. A multi-sensory vodka 
and melon liqueur blend ori¬ 
ginally concocted for Czech 
photographer Jan Saudek, 
it’s delicately sweet and 
bitter with subtle spiciness 
from a full-sized chili pep¬ 
per perched on the rim. 

The menu includes five- 
step instructions for drink¬ 
ing Charisma ceremoni¬ 
ously, beginning by asking 
you to close your eyes and 
picture the most beauti¬ 


ful evening. Tempting, but 
what’s more beautiful than 
this ninth-storey view of Old 
Town Prague? 

OBLACA 

Come to expect anything at 
OBLACA, a sci-fi room inside 
a futuristic-looking trans¬ 
mitter tower with creepy, 
faceless, giant baby sculp¬ 
tures crawling up the sides. 

The bar top, covered in 
funnels, beakers and bit¬ 
ters, leaves little room for 
the potions made on the 
other side of it. And that’s 
not limited to drinks: Prote¬ 
ges of Achim Sipl, a world 
champion mixologist, make 
cocktail sorbets and amuse 
bouche samplers (if you’re 
lucky, there’s Screwdriver 
caviar on the tasting plate). 

The cocktails are equally 
playful, turning classics 


contemporary with small 
innovations. Think earthy 
Cosmopolitans infused with 
Italian tea and Old Fash- 
ioneds billowing with or¬ 
ange steam. 

But it’s not all gimmicks. 
The barkeep delivers an im¬ 
peccable Rusty Nail made 
with seven-year-old Scotch. 
It’s hard-nosed as it should 
be, yet clean as one can hope 
for. 

When you’re having this 
much fun, you can drink 
into the night, but make 
sure you take a break before 
midnight to sit in a green- 
lit pod on the observatory 
floor. 

Hemingway Bar 

Lots of Prague businesses 
clamour for tourists’ atten¬ 
tion by adopting Franz Kaf¬ 
ka’s name, but this bar pays

homage to the author of 
many American classics and 
drink recipes alike. 

Dimly lit and classy, the 
cavernous Old Town space 
is decorated with framed Er¬ 
nest Hemingway portraits, 
travelling Africa or with his 
polydactyl felines — which 
also get a tribute here. Six 
Fingers Cat is a blue agave 
cocktail that’s smooth and 
smokey, with subtle flavours 
arising from six disparate 
ingredients, including rose¬ 
mary, creme de cacao and 
dates. 

For a well-rounded drink 
that goes down quickly, try 
English Mustard. Sweet and 
salty, it’s Beefeater Gin, or¬ 
ange mustard and rose-lime 
cordial topped with a slab of 
cured bacon. But if you want 
something closer to dessert, 
you can’t go wrong with a 
Pistachio and Black Currant 
Cosmopolitan. 

And the suspender-wear¬ 
ing servers treat cocktails 
like meals, returning to 
gauge your satisfaction or 
whether you’d like it sourer 
or bitterer.

As more workers 
get tattoos, some

When Rob Dale decided to 
wear a short-sleeved dress 
shirt on a warm fall day, 
his choice of clothing didn’t 
cross his mind until he ar¬ 
rived at a business breakfast 
event — and then he sud¬ 
denly felt uncomfortable. 

“1 was conscious of the 
fact that my arms were cov¬ 
ered in tattoos,” recalled the 
Ottawa-based Dale. 

“You didn’t see any other 
tattoos. Most people were in 
some form of semi-casual 
business attire.” 

Dale had recently fin¬ 
ished training to become 
a business coach and was 
attending a monthly break¬ 
fast hosted by the Orleans 
Chamber of Commerce. 

“1 was a new face in a 
room of about 80 owners ... 
With all of these tattoos, (1) 
felt quite like 1 was standing 
out.” 

As it turns out. Dale’s 
inked arms were a point 
of interest for a tattooed 
gym owner, with whom he 
booked a meeting. 

“He said, ‘Well, actually, 
to be honest with you, the 
reason 1 decided to sit down 
with you is because 1 saw 
the tattoos and 1 knew you 
wouldn’t be the normal, 
kind of clicked business 
coach. 1 knew that there 
would be something unique 
about you.’ 

“And so in his case, it 
opened that door to hav¬ 
ing that conversation about 
coaching and all of that.” 

Dale, 47, said he has 


never had anyone tell him 
that they have an issue 
with, or are uncomfortable 
with, his tattoos. 

“When I’m coaching a 
client and I’m meeting with 
them regularly ... they see 
such value in the coaching, 
the personality is what has 
connected us in that en¬ 
vironment,” he said. 

“When 1 go in a short- 
sleeved shirt... it’s not even 
brought up. Or somebody 
will say, ‘1 didn’t know you 
have tattoos. Don’t they 
ever look great,’ and ask me 
about them.” 

Still, Dale has made a 
conscious choice when 
meeting a prospect for the 
first time to wear a dress 
shirt and jacket — thus 
keeping them covered. 


“1 typically will do that 
with people, not because 1 
think they’ll have an issue 
with it, because 99 per cent 
of the time my experience 
has been that people don’t 
really care,” Dale said. 

“But often times, first im¬ 
pressions go a long way, and 
I’m trying to establish trust. 
1 just don’t want it to be a 
hindrance.” 

As individuals from all 
walks of life get inked on 
conspicuous parts of their 
bodies, some companies are 
loosening the reins when it 
comes to workers keeping 
tattoos under wraps. 

Hilary Predy, an associ¬ 
ate vice-president with re¬ 
cruitment agency Adecco, 
said some organizations 
are being a “little more lib¬ 


Tim Hortons recently an¬ 
nounced a revision to its 
dress-code policy to allow 
employees to have “visible, 
non-offensive tattoos” at the 
discretion of management. 


• The move came after 
research started in the 
spring of 2013 to get a 
sense of workers' values 
and thoughts about the 
company. Focus groups

employer to find a median 
ground that is acceptable 
for both.” 

Danny Kastner, a lawyer 
who specializes in employ¬ 
ment, labour and human 
rights law at Toronto firm 
Turnpenny Milne, said he’d 
advise companies against 
creating policies surround¬ 
ing visible tattoos for a few 
reasons — the first being 
the potential screening out 
of “a whole host” of quali¬ 
fied candidates. 

“Visible tattoos are ubi¬ 
quitous these days, and 
there’s an enormous part of 
the population — especially 
the younger population — 
who you are arbitrarily de¬ 
ciding you can’t hire. 

“And that’s a great way 
to miss out on potential tal¬ 
ent,” he said. 

“It may well have been 
the case ... that 25 years ago, 
having someone with a vis¬ 
ible and unusual piercing 
would scare off potential 
customers in a retail busi¬ 
ness, for example. 

“That’s simply not the 
case anymore. And therefore 
what the company would be 
doing is unnecessarily limit¬ 
ing its talent pool, unneces¬ 
sarily causing potential con¬ 
flict with current employees 
all in pursuit of a policy that 
is extremely unlikely to ac¬ 
tually advance its own busi¬ 
ness interests.”

Andre Levingston knows that 
now more than ever, players 
scoring more points and fans 
filhng more seats are vital to 
the Halifax Rainmen’s suc¬ 
cess.

1 got the keys to the 2015 
Subaru WRX, and made my 
way quickly to the car, almost 
skipping. This was going to 
be good. 

1 jumped in and ... it’s an 
automatic. Really? Come on! 

1 got over it quickly, though, 
as this is an awesome compact 
sports sedan — even with the 
continuously variable auto¬ 
matic transmission. 

The new Sport Lineartronic 
CVT actually creates a new tone 
in the WRX pallet; shghtly less 
involved, but better suited to 


eveiyday driving, like commut¬ 
ing and general schlepping. 

The “manual” mode of the 
CVT allows you to select yom 
own (simulated) gears, in six- 
or eight-gear allotments, with 
paddle shifters. But just letting 
the CVT do its own thing is also 
veiy satisfying. 

With the prodigious torque 
(258 Ib.-ft.) available from the 
new direct-injection, twin- 
scroll, inter-cooled and turbo¬ 
charged 2.0-htre engine, the 
WRX is a weapon you’U want 
to point and shoot, and often.

Subaru’s WRX and WRX STl 
have never prioritized interior 
materials and design, but this 
generation features a cabin 
that is clean and classy, and 
shouldn’t disappoint anybody. 

1 really like the new D- 
shaped steering wheel, the 
high-grip seat material, and 
4.3-mch monitor, mounted 
top-centre on the dash, which 
displays turbo boost in a cool, 
virtual analogue gauge.

grille really set off the ciystal 
while pearl paint on my tester, 
which was the mid-level WRS 
Sport trim, which includes a 
trunk spoiler, sunroof, LED low 
beams and fog hghts. 

You have to go to WRX 
Sport-tech if you want the navi¬ 
gation system, which is com¬ 
bined with a bigger and better 
screen, and a louder stereo. 

Although the WRX STT 
has a direct competitor with 
the Mitsubishi Evolution, this 
regular version of the V\^X is 
pretty much the only thing in 
its price and power class. The 
refinements and CVT option for 
the 2015 version make it even 
more distinctive.

Porsche has tinkered with 
many automotive concepts 
over the past 50 years in the 
service of vehicle develop¬ 
ment and design advance¬ 
ment. 

Whether those prototypes 
were seeds that blossomed 
into future models or mere 
flights of engineering fancy, 


they have remained cloaked 
in secrecy — until now. 

The Porsche Museum at 
the company’s headquarters 
in Stuttgart, Germany has 
just unveiled a new exhibit 
showcasing the brightest 
ideas and innovations the 
Porsche brain trust has 
dreamed up over the years. 

Here are a few of the 
vehicles on display at Project: 
Secret!, which runs through 
Jan. 11, 2015.

Porsche 918 
Spyder20l3 

Billed at the time as 
the super sports car of 
tomorrow, the new 918 
Spyder was developed 
in Porsche’s Weissach 
research centre in south¬ 
ern Germany. 

This modular 
prototype was used to 
demonstrate the hybrid 
drive components and 
software that would go 
into the future 918 pro¬ 


duction model. 

Since the final car’s 
body shape was still in 
flux at the time, many of 
the prototype’s features 
were borrowed from the 
911 as a stopgap. 

The prototype logged 
plenty of laps at the 
Nardo Ring test facility 
in Italy, to ensure that 
the eventual 887-hp 918 
Spyder would cause its 
well-heeled target buyers 
to swoon with desire for 
the $845,000 supercar. 
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Porsche 959 C29 
1982 

This Group B 
racing study (in main 
photo far left), with a rear 
wing as part of its body 
shell, was a precursor to 
the production 959. 

A 450-hp bi-turbo 
speed demon endowed 
with all-wheel-drive 
and a six-cylinder boxer 
engine, it topped out at 
315 km/h. 

Although the 959 
first earned its stripes 
as a rally car in the 
mid-1980s, its 


subsequent street legal 
incarnations (shown 
here) were highly sought 
after by the celeb set. 

In 1999, long before 
Tiger’s Escalade bore the 
brunt of Elin’s wrath, 
six-time major champion 
Nick Faldo’s 959 was 
beaten by a former lover 
armed with a sand wedge 
and a grudge. Three 
years later, after some 
bodywork, the rebuilt 
racer sold at Christie’s for 
£102,750 ($186,000).

1984-87 


feel without a massive 
engine.

This compact dead ringer 
for the Miata aimed its 
headlamps squarely at a 
younger demographic. 
Remarkably, it predates 
Mazda’s cute roadster by 
several years. 

The 984 took its desi^ 
cues from concepts previ¬ 
ously worked on for the 
Spanish automaker Seat. 

Under the hood, there 
was an emphasis on

A convertible version 
with a folding hard top was 
also in the works, as was 
an all-wheel-drive model 
geared toward racing. 

But sales shortfalls ex¬ 
acerbated by a plummeting 
dollar put the kibosh 
on the project, much to 
Mazda’s dehght. 


Porsche 989 
1991 

Creative spurts are 
often triggered by 
necessity. Mired in 
economic malaise in the 
late 1980s, Porsche was 
looking for something 
fresh. 

The 989 was the com¬ 
pany’s first vision of a 
sports car re-imagined 
as a family sedan. 

However, the V8- 
toting, rear-wheel-drive 
head-turner was 


shelved when cost esti¬ 
mates soared to 150,000 
marks ($108,000) — 
tony territory that the 
company’s suits felt 
would be too expensive 
to meet their sales goal 
of 15,000 units per year. 

The effort wasn’t a 
total wash, however. 

The idea of a family- 
friendly sports car was 
resuscitated years later 
with the current Panam- 
era — at a starting price 
of $89,500.

Type 995 
197&-79 

If George Barris had lived 
in Germany instead of 
California, perhaps this 
would have been the ori¬ 
ginal Batmobile. 

Although the brightly 
coloured exoskeleton is 
the most obvious feature 
of this concept, what’s 
under the skin is actually 


far more forward-looking. 

Commissioned by Ger¬ 
many’s Federal Ministry 
of Research and Technol¬ 
ogy, the type 995 sports 
several developments that 
were years, if not decades, 
ahead of their time. 

Stopping power came 
from an early anti-lock 
brake system, and shifts 
were controlled by an 
electric double-clutch 
transmission, a forerun¬ 
ner of today’s Porsche 


PDK system. The engines 
included a high-output 
4-cylinder, and a small 


V8 that used cylinder 
deactivation to boost fuel 
economy.

When you get into your 
vehicle, you’re probably so 
used to putting your phone 
in one spot and your coffee in 
another that you don’t even 
think about it. 

But someone else has. In 
fact, a great deal of work goes 
into designing storage spaces 
inside automobiles. 

“There’s been a steady in¬ 
crease in the amount of stuff 
brought into the vehicle,” says 
Renae Pippel, director of stra¬ 
tegic research at automotive 
suppher Johnson Controls. 
“The abihty to safely store 
those items has grown in im¬ 
portance over the years. 

“As car designers, we’ve 
gotten better ... but there’s 
still a high expectation for the 


vehicle to accommodate every¬ 
thing brought into it, and to do 
it safely and securely.” 

Although automakers do 
measure items such as drink 
cups to be sure they’ll fit, 
there’s a greater focus on the 
placement of storage cubbies 
and how occupants use them. 

That’s partly because of 


development times, since cars 
can take several years from in¬ 
itial design to production, and 
lag behind the faster develop¬ 
ment of larger phones and 
cups. 

More importantly, reaching 
for items can’t be a distraction 
for the driver, and passengers 
need to be able to grab things 


quickly and easily. 

“It’s how people interact 
that dictates where we put 
storage compartments or cub¬ 
bies, and if they’re covered or 
uncovered,” Pippel says. 

“Things need to be intuitive 
so you’re not taking your eyes 
off the road.” 

There are always comprom¬ 


ises, including when supphers 
have to work with vehicle in¬ 
terior designers to get exactly 
the right combination of good 
looks with functionality. 

The storage compartments 
in SUVs and minivans will dif¬ 
fer from those of sportier cars, 
while domestic or Japanese 
manufacturers may empha¬ 
size cubbies or cupholders that 
European automakers might 
not. 

Studies show that consum¬ 
er preferences can differ not 
just in vehicle segments but 
in global regions, which can 
be tough for automakers that 
produce models sold in several 
markets. 

For example, Chinese and 
European customers like to 
secure items rather than just 
toss them into open bins, 
while North American drivers 
prioritize holders for garage 
door openers. 

Placement of storage spaces 
has also changed over the 
years. 

“For a while, cupholders 
were right in front of the shift¬ 
ers,” Pippel says. “You could 
put a cup there in Drive, but 
if you put it in Park it would

Diesel sports car set to make tracks 


Electric turbochargers lose the lag 


Lightweight materials, design, connectivity and new-energy cars are the most important 
automotive trends of 2014, concluded an expert panel of the world’s top automotive 
writers at a recent forum in New York City. These trends form part of a bigger picture 
within the automotive industry, which a scientific study conducted by Prime Research 
has identified as the “smart efficiency cluster,” driven by the downsizing of engines, 
significant weight reduction, improved aerodynamics and new energy powertrains, 
particularly plug-in hybrids. The latter is seen as the most promising electric drivetrain 
option moving forward, but the onset of premium electric vehicles — driven by the 
BMW i3 and Tesla Model S — are bringing pure electric vehicles back into the spotlight.

German automaker Audi says it will put an electric 
turbocharger in its upcoming SQ7, which is a perform¬ 
ance version of the next-generation 2015 Q7 sport-util¬ 
ity vehicle. Ulrich Hackenberg, Audi board member for 
technical development, told Autocar magazine that the 
SQ7 would likely be available sometime in 2016. The 
main advantage of driving a turbocharger with elec¬ 
tricity rather than exhaust gases is the elimination of 
“turbo lag,” the need to wait for a turbocharger to spool 
up and deliver its boost, explains the website Green Gar 
Reports. An electric motor can spool up a turbocharger 
faster than recirculating the exhaust gases, benefitting 
both performance and ffiel economy.
